lands to the State of Minnesota, to aid in the construc-
tion of the railroad from St. Paul to Lake Superior,"
approved May five, A. i>. eighteen hundred and sixty-
four, be aud the same are hereby accepted, and the
same are hcrebjr granted, vested in, and transferred to
the Lake Superior and Mississippi Railroad Company,
its successors and assigns, to be held, used or sold and
disposed of by said railroad company, to aid in the
construction of a railroad, as contemplated and provided
by said act of Congress, and for the equipment and op-
eration of the same, and for no other purpose whatever,
the same to be held, used, and disposed of, upon, and
subject to the conditions in said act of Congress pro-
vided, and upon the conditions iii this act contained.
That in consideration of lauds granted by this act, and
of the lands, rights, privileges, and franchises,'which
have heretofore been granted to said railroad company,
the said company shall, on or before the first day of
March of each and every year after said railroad is com-
pleted and in operation, pay into the treasury of the
State three per cent, on the gross earnings of said rail-
road, which sum shall bo in lieu and in full of alltaxa-.
tioii and assessment upon the said railroad, its appur-
tenances and appendages, and all other property of said
company, real, personal and mixed, including the lands
hereby and heretofore granted to said company, or so
intended to be granted. Provided, however, That the
lands hereby and heretofore granted to said company
sfcaU be subject, like lands of individuals, to be taxed
as fast as the same are sold or conveyed, or contracted
to bo sold, or are leased by said company, or the
stumpage upon any lands is sold or contracted to be
sold by said company; but no mortgage or trust deed
executed by said company upon said lauds, shall for
the purpose of taxation, bo construed as such sale, con-
veyance, lease or contract of sale.

purpose of ascertaining the truth of such affidavit, and
the correctness of such abstract, full power is hereby
vested in the Governor of this State, or any other per-
